Better Salary the Incentive. 


Then Mr. Wallace informed the sec- 


retary that a few days before he sent 
the cablegram he had received a ca- 
ble from prominent business men in 
New York a'sking him if he would 
consider an offer to accept ah im- 
portant 
position in New York, to 


which he replied "simply a question of 
terms and conditions." 
' Mr. Wallace explained to the secre- 
tary that life on the Isthmus was lone- 
ly and accompanied with risk to him- 
self and wife and was another reason 
lor accepting a better offer. Mr. Wal- 
lace has been receiving from the gov- 
ernment a salary of $25,000 a year 
and has been employed since May 5, 
1904.

The secretary patiently listened- to 


Mr. Wallace's explanation of his per- 
sonal 'affairs, and when he finished 
proceeded to score him severely, de- 
manding his immediate resignation. 
He told Mr. Wallace that he thorough-', 
ly understood all the great responsi- 
bilities imposed upon the chief engin- 
eer, and that he had no right "to 
abandon his duties at a 'critical mo- 
ment."

^either on. plea of guilty or upon trial. 
The department moves very carefully 
in these matters and is 
extremely 


•reluctant' to bring-a prosecution un- 
less perfectly assured that the per- 
son In question is guilty, • Then- the 
arrest is caused and the-case;pressed 
vigorously,- -The officials of the de- 
•partmeut. are gratified with this rec- 
ord of 19 convictions out of 19 prose- 
cutions, for the reason that they nev- 
er like to arrest a man and thereby 
necessarily injure his business with- 
out being certain that he has broken 
the law. The prosecutions and con- 
victions for the last three

were as follows: Ten in Watertown, 
for delivering adulterated milk to fac-

so that the owner of the machine will 
always have an extra one in case of 
accident. The first certificate will be 
issued to Judge A. C. Zimmerman of 
Madison, a former- law partner of 
Gov. La Follette, and'an ardent auto- 
mobilist. 


The Autoists' Rights 


Said one local chaffeur in discus- 


sing the new law .which goes into ef- 
fect tomorrow, "There is a great deal 
of misunderstanding among
